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UCC president asks churches to respond to priorities 


Dear Partners in Christ, 

I write to you on behalf of the 744 voting delegates to the Fifteenth General 
Synod which met this summer in Ames, lowa. i 

I write to ask that each congregation in our United Church of Christ accept as 
its own the priorities Sptritual Renewal and Justice and Peace, adopted by this 
synod as a focus for church-wide attention and work over the next four years 
until the synod in 1989: and Family Life, which the delegates voted to continue as 
a priority for an additional two years until the synod in 1997. 

Delegates also expressed strong concern for the Youth and Young Adults 
Ministries priority adopted by the Fourteenth General Synod in 1983, reminding 
us all that it, too, continues to be a priority of our church until 1987. [f you have 
not already done so. please make this concern a special emphasis in your church 
life, particularly during these next two years. 

The selection of priorities involved many parts of our Church. For example, at 
this synod the executive council gave each delegate a written summary of the 
responses received (rom 386 churches, 12 conferences, three instrumentalities, 
95 individuals, and 10 groups and bodies from across the church. A committee of 
delegates read and reviewed each letter individually. " 

Among these responses was a widespread preference for Spiritual Renewal. 
In addition, many suggested that two of the proposed priorities (Peace with 
Justice, and Hunger and Poverty) should be combined. The Rev. Jerry D. 
Cassiday, pastor of Gilman Community Church, Gilman, Iowa, proposed that 
this combined priority could be called “Justice and Peace”, echoing the phrase 
in the Statement of Faith. A majority indicated that synod should adopt two 
priorities. But many churches suggested that the priority of Family Life, 
adopted four year ago, should be extended for future work. 

It seems to me that the synod found a way, in the actions described above, to 
incorporate all these suggestions. 

In the United Church of Christ, local churches. conferences, national bodies, 
and church-related groups and institutions all implement priorities programs— 
each individually and all collectively. The synod designated the national bodies 
which will share in implementing each priority. But our church priorities 
process also specifies that priorities adopted by the synod must he forwarded to 
the churches and conferences for their acceptance. 

Below is a response form for churches to share with us your actions. When I 
receive your response. my office will inform the appropriate national body 
selected by the synod to coordinate each priority. Thus you will be linked with 
that unit of our church which will facilitate our efforts church-wide to address 
the priorities which you have accepted. 

These priorities have emerged because of concerns shared across our church. 
The synod clearly sensed that as it worked this summer in Ames. Now it is up to 
all of us—congregations. conferences, national bodies and officers—to work at 
these concerns as part of cur on-going life and ministry together. In doing so, we 
are not alone. We shall be one.

The Chattanooga Community Organiza- 
tion has received a grant of $3,000 
from the Hunger Action Fund of the 1.7 
million member United Church of Christ. 


The funds will go toward the city- 
wide group's efforts to help low - and 
moderate-income residents press for 
changes in policies affecting their 
neighborhoods. Speeifically, the or- 
ganization is working to get Community 
Development and other government funds 
targeted to low-income areas, monitor- 
ing job opportunity programs, trying to 
upgrade the Housing Rehabilitation pro- 
gram, seeking enforceable air pollution 
regulations and supporting a redevelop- 
ment project for vacant land. 


Other hunger related projects in the 
Southeast received grants, also, from 
the U.C.C.. The Christians Against 
Hunger in Georgia received $3,000, and 
Christians Against Hunger in Alabama 
received $2,000.
